Cafe Inspection 
Standards Here 
Reported Tough

A Lincoln-based restaurant chain made national news last 


month by protesting a television series which humorously por- 
trayed a somewhat lax restaurant operation. 


The television show is "The Dumplings" and the Lincoln 


restaurant of similar name was recently ranked, along with 53 
other Lincoln eateries, as having sanitation which barely com- 
plies with minimum standards. 


The irony is neither as vicious, nor the situation un- 


healthy, as it may appear because Lincoln-Lancaster County 
restaurant cleanliness standards are tough. 


Besides, for Dumpling's, the low rating was a first ... it 


usually ranks higher. 


And one of the men who apply the standards, K. D. 


"Mike" Hammar, says he wouldn't hesitate to eat in those 
restaurants which rank at the bottom of the sanitation ratings. 
The ratings are issued every six months by the Lincoln- 
Lancaster County Health Department. 


Hammar Heads Section 


Hammar heads up the food sanitation section of the 


department, and he, along with three full-time sanitarians, 
monitor the cleanliness of about 400 Lincoln food operations. 


Staffers pay surprise visits to the operations and measure 


each one against 118 standards. If a restaurant gathers 31-40 
demerits, it is put in the "good-fair" range, the worst ranking 
it can receive. 


Hammar s group uses a checklist which would test any 


person's kitchen . . . even grandma's. 


For example, one downtown restaurant was given 31 


demerits for: having cracked eggs, dirty racks in the 
refrigerator, not enough ice beneath the salad bar, wrong 
scoop in the Hour bin (didn't have a handle to keep hands out 
of flour), not using tongs to handle food (like rolls), silverware 
was laid flat instead of vertical with food contact surface away 
from customer, a microwave oven with food particles on the 
door and a wall that needed repair behind the dishwashing 
machine. 


Restaurant operators interviewed generally refused to be 


quoted, but none seemed to feel that the inspection was not a 
good thing or that the inspectors were unfair. 


Inspection On 'Bad Day' 


A tavern on 0 Street dropped from superior to good last 


year. The proprieter said she was checked on "a bad day," 
when the place was "busy as all get-out. What can you do, sure 
you're gonna have a mess." She is proud of her former 
superior rating, has it framed and displayed, and intends to get 
the rating back again. 


Lfflcoto restaurants also 


face state sanitarians, headed 
by Herb Wenant, chief of the 
Bureau of Dames, Foods and

Wenant says one out of 


every 10 household kitchens 
could not pass the sanitation 
inspection his staffers give 
public restaurants. 


City-county sanitarians

unpattemed, surprise way as many as six times a year. 


Last year Wenant's division filed "sanitary orders" against 


eight Lincoln restaurants. A sanitary order forces a dining 
place to dean up immediately or face closure.

Four places closed last year, temporarily, in order to meet 


sanitation standards. Those were: Conroy's Bakery Shoppe, 
4725 Prescott: South Street Dairy, 38S5 South St: Automatic 
Merchandising, 520 GarfieW: and the Nebraska Pizza Hut, 
2435 S 48th. 
Wenant says all the managers complied with orders and 


met standards. Automatic Merchandmng has since closed.

Only one University of Nebraska faculty 


member has filed a statement of outside in- 
come as required by a state law passed in 1974 
to shed some light on faculty members' true 
income. 


The lone filing for 1975 is not unusual, even 


though the law directs the state treasurer to 
withhold paychecks until such reports are 
filed. 


An examination of last year's reports shows 


only four faculty members reported outside 
income from professional and consulting ac- 
tivities exceeding $10,000. 


As yet, no University of Nebraska Medical 


Center faculty members, who it is believed ac- 
count for a sizeable chunk of professional fees 
earned, have filed such reports. 


The law states that the reports on 


professional fee income exceeding $10,000 
shall be filed by Jan 10 of each year with the 
state director of administrative services who is 
supposed to submit the information to the 
Legislature's Appropriations Committee. 


Asked about the paucity of reports, Ad- 


ministrative Services Director Stan Matzke 
said, "In a sense, it's an honor system. I have 
no way of determining whether there are 
other professors making $10,000 or more out- 
side their income from the state. 


"I would, however, point out that the penal- 


ty is fairly clear." 


The lone faculty member who filed a report 


for 1975 is Don J. Nelson with the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln's department of elec- 
trical engineering. Nelson reported $17,216 in 
consulting fees for 1975, including expenses 
for subcontractors. 


Those who reported their consulting income 


last year are: Frank Forbes of UNO, 
$15,000 in 


legal fees, Warren Nielsen, assistant professor 
at UNL, $21,000, John Brasch. associate 
professor of business at UNL, 
in excess of $10,- 


000, and James Thomas, assistant professor at 


UNO, 
$12,144. 


Matzke said last year he brought the law to 


the attention of the university administration. 


As for the next step, Matzke said, "I will be 


writing a report to Sens Richard Marvel and 
Orval Keyes (the sponsor of the law) and ask 
them for their suggestions. I will also alert the 
university to the situation. 


"There may be violations but at this time I 


can't pinpoint any"

Aramco Takeover Likely 


Yamani, Oilmen 
Huddle In Florida 


PANAMA CITY, Fla. (AP) - 


Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Ahmed Yamani has joined U.S 
oil company executives in this 
resort town for negotiations 
expected to result in the 
takeover of Aramco, the giant 
Arabian American Oil Co., by 
Saudi Arabia. 


The U.S. State Department 


confirmed that Sheik Yamani 
was here for an Aramco meeting 
Saturday night after two days of 
speculation about the arrivals of 
American oil executives under 
unusually tight security at a local 
airport. 


The 100% acquisition of 


the largest international oil 
production company from the 
previous four American owners 
- Exxon, Mobil, Standard Oil of 
California and Texaco — would 
climax a process begun in 1973 
when the Saudis bought 25% of 
the firm. 


It would also symbolize an 


historic shift in dominant power 
from the private, Western- 
owned oil goliaths to the Third 
World oil producers. 


Yamani says the takeover date 


will be retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1976, 
and Aramco Board chair- 


man Frank Jungers agreed in a 
recent interview that this was 
the date tentatively set 


For Aramco itself the 


changeover is expected to have 
little immediate impact on 
either its makeup or its day-to- 
day operations. 


"The character of the com- 


pany will remain roughly the 
same," predicted Jungers, 49, a 
career employee from North 
Dakota who worked his way up 
from mechanical engineer. "The 
Saudis are looking for Aramco to 
remain as it is... it is a success 
story in itself." 


Aramco produces ap- 


proximately 8.5 million barrels a 


day, 
only slightly less than the 


production of the world's top 
two producing countries, the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States. 


Yamani arrived at nearby Tyn- 


dall Air Force Base on Saturday 
night after twtntoen US. oil 
company officials flew in by 
private jet to Bay County Air- 
port. which was ringed with 
private security guards. A pilot 
of one of the executive jets said 
he knew three oil companies 


represented were Mobil, Exxon 
and Texaco. 


The oil companies remained 


silent about the meeting, with a 
spokesman for Standard Oil of 
California in San Francisco 
saying, "We're not going to say 
anything. There are four in the 
group and I don't think any one 
is going to talk." 


After much speculation as to 


what the weekend meeting was 
all about, State Department 
press officer John J. Feeney 
issued a statement at midnight 
Saturday. "Some days ago 
Aramco informed the Depart- 
ment of State that Minister 
Yamani was coming to the 
United States and Aramco asked 
the department to help provide 
security protection for him. 


"Security was arranged on a 


routine basis between Aramco, 
the department's Near East 
Bureau and its security office." 


He also noted Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger "was 
not informed and had no 
knowledge of this request." 
Kissinger had told reporters in 
Atlanta he knew nothing of an 
oil meeting and had even called 
Panama City, Panama, trying to 
find out. 


The actual meeting was 


believed to be at the Bay Point 
Yacht and Country Club, where 
plainclothes guards from the 
Wackenhut Co. were in evidence 
and helicopters repeatedly 
landed and took off. 


The tight security and 


vagueness about the site of the 
tfllh^ presumably stemmed fmm 
concern about a terrorist attack 
like the one last December 
during a meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries in Vienna. 
Scores of persons were taken 
hostage, including Yamani, and 
three persons were killed. 


Aramco controls the largest 


known oil reserves, about 176 
billion barrels. Saudi Arabia has 
the capacity to produce nearly 12 
milh'on barrels a day and could 
qickly become the world's 
biggest producer. 


In fact Aramco continues to 


find oil faster than it pumps it 
from the ground. 


Saudi Arabia's suspected 


reserves are a staggering 300 
billion barrels.

Marcos 'Gambling'With Sugar 


BACOLOD. The Philippines (AP) - 


School gymnasiums, swimming pools 
and churches in this "sugar bowl" of 
the Philippines have been turned into 
emergency sugar storehouses in what 
trade sources say is a gamble by the 
Marcos regime to force up the sagging 
world price. 


The stockpile of raw sugar has 


reached record size and some is rot- 
ting, the sources said, while the 
government is trying to sell off as 
much as possible in quiet deals 
designed to prevent a further price 
drop. 


President Ferdinand E. Marcos' 


government took over sugar exports, 
the Philippines' largest dollar earner, 
m a 1974 martial law decree, and since 
then has conducted the trade in secret 


Officials say present stocks are com- 
mitted but refuse to release trade 
figures or to be quoted on the situa- 
tion 


Industry sources said the Philip- 


pines' troubles started in 1975, when, 
with the raw sugar price about 36 
cents a pound, the government 
withheld sugar from the market in 
hope the price would return toward 
the 67-cent high of late 1974. Prices 
continued to fall, however, and the 
Philippines returned to the market at 
16 cents. It is now about 15 cents, the 
lowest in two years. 


Roberto S Benedicto. Philippine 


ambassador to Japan and regarded as 
second in power only to Marcos on 
sugar policy, has warned producers 
here 'against unduly giving out infor- 


mation about the local sugar situation 
to foreign agents " 


At stake is an export crop that was 


worth a record $737.7 million m 1974. 
the best sugar year in history. With 
prices falling, it was worth $580 
million in 1975. All Philippine exports 
totaled J2-2 billion in 1974 and about 
$2 8 billion last year. 


Trade sources estimated that as of 


last week, a record 1; 2 million tons — 
more than half of the total crop — was 
piled up unsold or unshipped, most of 
it m this central Philippines region 
which produces about 60 per cent of 
the islands' cane sugar 


The total crop estimate is about 2 6 


million tons, about the same as the 
two previous crops.

Only o ne Univ ersity o f Nebraska faculty 
member has filed a statement o f o utside in­ 
co me as required by a state law passed in 1974 
to shed so me light o n faculty members’ true 
inco me. 


The lo ne filing fo r 197 5 is no t unusual, ev en 
tho ugh the law directs the state treasurer to 
withho ld pay checks until such repo rts are 
filed 
An ex aminatio n o f last y ear’s repo rts sho ws 
o nly fo ur faculty members repo rted o utside 
inco me fro m pro fessio nal and co nsulting ac­ 
tiv ities ex ceeding $10,000. 
As y et, no Univ ersity o f Nebraska Medical 
Center faculty members, who it is believ ed ac­ 
co unt fo r a sizeable chunk o f pro fessio nal fees 
earned, hav e filed such repo rts. 
The law states that the repo rts o n 


pro fessio nal fee inco me ex ceeding $10,000 
shall be filed by Jan 10 o f each y ear with the 
state directo r o f administrativ e serv ices who is 
suppo sed to submit the info rmatio n to the 
Legislature’s Appro priatio ns Co mmittee. 
Asked abo ut the paucity o f repo rts, Ad­ 
ministrativ e Serv ices Directo r Stan Matzke 
said, “In a sense, it’s an ho no r sy stem. I hav e 
no way o f determining whether there are 
o ther pro fesso rs making $10,000 o r mo re o ut­ 
side their inco me fro m the state. 
“I wo uld, ho wev er, po int o ut that the penal­ 
ty is fairly clear." 
The lo ne faculty member who filed a repo rt 
fo r 197 5 is Do n J. Nelso n with the Univ ersity 
o f Nebraska-Linco ln s department o f elec­ 
trical engineering Nelso n repo rted $17 ,216 in 
co nsulting fees fo r 197 5, including ex penses 
fo r subco ntracto rs. 
Tho se who repo rted their co nsulting inco me 
last y ear are: Frank Fo rbes o f UNO, $15,000 in 


legal fees. Warren Nielsen, assistant pro fesso r 
at UNL, $21,000; Jo hn Brasch, asso ciate 
pro fesso r o f business at UNL, in ex cess o f $10,- 
000, and James Tho mas, assistant pro fesso r at 
UNO, $12,144. 


Matzke said last y ear he bro ught the law to 
the attentio n o f the univ ersity administratio n 
As fo r the nex t step, Matzke said, "I will be 
writing a repo rt to Sens Richard Marv el and 
Orv al Key es (the spo nso r o f the law) and ask 
them fo r their suggestio ns.

House Dean Wright Patman Dies; To 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. Wright Patman, the 


dean of the House of Representatives and its leading 
critic of the banking industry, died early Sunday. He 
was 82 years old. 


He had been admitted to Bethesda Naval Medical 


Center on Feb. 26 for treatment of pneumonia, 
earlier diagnosed as influenza. 


Patman, a Democrat, was serving in his 48th year 


in the House. He announced Jan. 14 mat he would 
step down after his current term expires not 
January 


President Ford expressed "deep regret and 


sadness upon learning of the death of his friend of 
many years standing." 


Patman°s "decades of outstanding service to the 


House of Representatives and to our nation has 
served as an inspiration to all who knew and worked 
with him. His dedication to principle and his tireless 
efforts on behalf of all our citizens will long be 
remembered," Ford said. 


"No member who has served in the House during 


this century will make a more enduring impact on 
the House of Representatives and the nation than 
Wnght Patman," said House Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla. 


"He is probably unmatched in his devotion to the 


problems of human beings. Wright Patman was a 
hard fighter who, through a life dedicated to public 
service, gave his best efforts to save his day and 
generation," Albert added. 


In Austin, Tex., Gov. Dolph Briscoe said, "Wright 


Patman was a fierce advocate of the people... He 
fought the special interests, denounced bigotry in 
any form aqd became the respected spokesman of 
workers and farmers throughout the nation." 


"The last of the old-time populists, a great public 


servant and a good and beloved man, his passing 
leaves a void that will never be filled," Briscoe said. 


Briscoe's press secretary said the governor and 


Texas Secretary of State Mark White would probably 
meet Monday to discuss the date of a special election 
to fill Patman's congressional seat. 


Patman served as chairman of the House Banking 


Committee, fife pulpit for myriad attacks on the 
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PATMAN . . . used giant pair of dice to make point in House speech 


Federal Reserve System and its tight money policies, 
from 1963 until January, 1975, when the influx of 
young, first-term members of Congress forced him 
out. 


His early economic lessons, from which he 


developed his populist philosophy, were learned 
during his days growing up in East Texas cotton- 
farming country, the son of a tenant farmer forced to 
pay as high as 50 per cent interest on crop loans. 


John William Wright Patman was born Aug. 6, 


1893, in a log cabin in Patman's Switch. He rode six 


miles to school each day on a Texas mule. 


He raised cotton to work his way through college 


and get a law degree at Cumberland University. Cot- 
ton farming has been overtaken by cattle and timber 
in the district, and the settlement of Patman's 
Switch has disappeared. Texarkana, the biggest city 
in the district, became Patman's hometown. 


Elected to the House in 1928, Patman set his sights 


on the Banking Committee. More times than anyone 
knows, during his years in Congress, Patman 
sounded off in his deceptively soft voice against

monopoly and mergers, especially of banks. 


Back in the first district of Texas in the 1920s and 


1930s, the banks were used, not to borrow money to 
buy securities or boats, but for the vital crop loans 
every year. 


Patman thought banks should be individual and 


tied closely to the communities in which they 
operated. 


"Bankers are the only people who can manufac- 


ture money without going to the penitentiary," he 
once said. "They are supposed to use this money to 
take care of the credit needs of their communities — 
make loans to businessmen, farmers, individuals on 
fair terms — not invest it in tax-free municipal 
bonds." 


He thought interest should be low and that high in- 


terest rates fed, rather than fought, inflation. 


In 1932, as a second-term congressman, he offered 


an impeachment resolution against Treasury 
Secretary Andrew Mellon. During subsequent com- 
mittee hearings, President Herbert Hoover switched 
Mellon to an ambassadorship. 


"A pardon midway during a trial," Patman called 


that action. 


During the Depression years, Patman triumphed 


with enactment of the Robinson-Patman Act. It was 
called everything from the "Anti-Chain Store Act" to 
the "Golden Rule of American Business," and 
banned buyers and sellers from granting or getting 
discriminatory prices. 


But his early successes also won him the descrip- 


tion as a "funny-money" man, stemming perhaps 
largely from the proposals he made to give direct, 
cash bonus payoffs to World War I veterans during 
the Depression. 


Other victories included most of the legislation 


developing credit unions, most of the bills that 
passed through the House Small Business Com- 
mittee, which he chaired; a bill to expedite housing 
for World War n veterans and most of the housing 
legislation of the 1960s, and recent congressional 
economic initiatives. 


When Patman, despite his unorthodox ways, 


moved into the Banking Committee chairmanship, 
he was 69 years old. He started a stream of in- 


stewardship. 


He frequently visited his office on Sundays, 


scribbling notes and proposals on scrap paper and 
envelopes, leaving them for Ms staff to work on the 
following Monday. After leaving the chairmanship, 
he said he often continued to arrive at his office well 
before 8 a.m. 


As committee chairman, be fought an endless bat- 


tle with the chairmen of the Federal Reserve Board, 
particularly the current chairman, Arthur Burns, and 
one of his predecessors, William McCteneyMartin 
Jr. He fought for tighter administration control and 
congressional scrutiny. 
. 
The fight brought him, in recent yean, the admira- 


tion of a diverse group of followers, including college 
students making up the New Left, and consumer 
croups. 
During one of his many tilts with the nations 


bankers, a running feud that fed the populist image 
that did not displease him, he faced a line of 24 bank 
officials testifying on the need for a $250 million loan 
guarantee for Lockheed Aircraft Corp. in 1971. 


As Patman went down the line of bankers seated 


side-by-side in front of his committee, he required 
each to raise his hand, identify himself, and state 
whether he was authorized to speak for his bant 


If one of the bankers, most of them board 


chairmen or presidents, dared to lower his hand 
before the chairman finished, he was ordered to put 
it back up. 


Before he was elected to the House, Patman 


served two terms in the Texas House of Represen- 
tatives and five years as a district attorney. Faced 
with stiff challenges from time to time, he was never 
defeated or forced into a run-off in 28 consecutive 
elections. 


He was married in 1919 to Merle Connor, who died 


in 1967, and in 1988 he married Mrs. Pauline Tucker, 
who survives. He and his first wife had three sons. 


The sons are William, Ganado, Tex., a state 


senator; Harold, a geologist in Austin, Tex., and Con- 
nor, an attorney in Texarkana. 


Funeral services will be held Wednesday morning 


at the First Baptist Church in Texarkana, followed 
by burial in Hillcrest Cemetery in Texarkana.

There's No Food 


"There's no food where we 


come from," explained Antonio 
Charowa, a middle-aged Mozam- 
bican wearing a fchai" combat 
jacket. He spoke through an in- 
terpreter as he set off for home 
from a Rhodesian farmer's store 
in the Vumba Mountains about 
33 miles south of here. 


All along the frontier near this 


town of 50,000 blacks and 10,000 
whites, farm and forest workers 
were crossing the border last 
week on bush trails to come to 
their jobs and returning home at 
sundown.

The great Omaha jeep controversy 


must say something about somebody, but 
we're not really certain about who or what. 


One thing it does point out is that the 


federal government should be more precise 
in the manner in which it advertises its sur- 
plus property for sale. According to reports 
of the controversy, the catalogue from 
which Omaha placed its order pictured a 
jeep and described it as "radio sets." 


Another thing that can be said is that 


there is the suggestion in this affair that 
Omaha officials should have figured 
something was amiss. They must have 
known that even the federal government 
would not intentionally confuse radio sets 
and jeeps, nor could the government be 
expected by reasonable people to deliver 
jeeps when radio sets were ordered. 


The perversity of bureaucracy is il- 


lustrated in the fact that Omaha wanted 
jeeps, ordered radio sets, and received 
jeeps — fifteen of them. 


Primary blame for this mess cannot be 


assigned. 


The agency disposing of the surplus 


property in this instance — oddly enough, 
the Old West Regional Commission — 
wants the jeeps back, claiming to be misled 
by Omaha. Omaha as of last report wanted 
to keep the jeeps but grudgingly offered to 
return them only if the feds asked for them 
by calling them radio sets. 


Gov. Exon, who had offered to 


mediate the dispute, pulled out last week 
(who can blame him?) after declaring that 
Omaha officials were turning the con- 
troversy into a side show — a charge which 
Mayor Ed Zorinsky denies. "I have never 
sought publicity on this," Senate candidate 
Zorinsky said last week. He claims to have 
fought return of the jeeps only because he 
thought he and the city were right. 


One more thought lingers... the boys 


in Omaha City Hall might be ripe for the 
likes of Yellow Kid Weil, the recently 
deceased con man who preyed on people 
who couldn't pass up an opportunity which 
they thought would return them a lot for a 
little.

Victims Lose Again 


In the face of overwhelming evidence 


of what deadly results the use of handguns 
yield, against the advice of law enforce- 
ment and contrary to public opinion, the 
Congress has again shelved meaningful 
handgun control legislation. 


A bill which would have banned the 


manufacture or sale of about 70% of the 
concealable handguns produced in this 
country had passed the House Judiciary 
Committee two weeks ago. But last week, 
after several days of heavy pro-gun lob- 
bying, the committee voted to recommit 
the bill to a subcommittee for revision. 


Committee Chairman Peter Rodino, 


who supports the handgun ban, says he 
believes there is no chance the bill can be 


revised and approved so late in an election 
year. 


Said Rep. John Conyers, a prime spon- 


sor of the bill: "The simple fact of the 
matter is that a number of congressmen, 
regardless of public opinion, are opposed 
to effective firearms legislation." 


Some time down the road Congress 


will see what most rational people already 
understand — that the proliferation of 
cheap handguns is one of the main causes 
of violent crime and violent injury and 
death in our violent society. 


But they haven't seen the light yet. At 


the end of the latest chapter, score it One 
more for the gun lobby, Zero for the vic- 
tims of violence. 


The Story Of Two Ns 


The Nebraska Educational Television 


Network (NETV) ought to be ashamed of 
itself. 


Last week the massive, nine-station 


Cornhusker network bullied poor little 
National Broadcasting Co. (NBC) of New 
York into an out-of-court settlement valued 
at more than $555,000 in the matter of the 
disputed .-N" logo. 


NETV designed its twin-trapazoid N 


for less than $100 and put it on the air first. 
NBC, replacing its peacock, was second 
with its version of the "N" — which cost 
three-quarters of a million dollars to 
develop. 


By virtue of last week's settlement, 


NETV can no longer use the "N" symbol. 


But it cost struggling NBC — which is 


now No. 3 among the commercial 
networks—only Sanford and Son has kept 
the NBC afloat in the ratings war — a 
prime piece of rolling stock and associated 
broadcasting equipment valued at $500,000, 
and a cash settlement of $55,000 for NETV 
legal fees and to design a new logo, to have 
exclusive rights to the "N".

WASHINGTON - If the abortion issue 


has its own presidential candidate, Ellen 
McCormack, can the pollsters be far 
behind? 


Of course not. Louis Harris will soon 


have new polls on the abortion question, 
and Gallup organization interviewers are 
already in the field asking voters whether 
they would favor a constitutional amend- 
ment (as proposed by Ellen McCormack, 
George Wallace and Ronald Reagan) that 
would prohibit abortion in most cases and 
overturn the January, 1973, Supreme 
Court decision legalizing abortion during 
the first three months of pregnancy. 


Until those results are in, we must 


make do with 1975 data. Gallup and 
Harris published their most recent sur- 
veys on abortion in Spring, 1975, as did 
such other pollsters as Walter DeVries 
and Mervin Field. 


The combined message of their fin- 


dings is as follows: Since the Supreme 
Court decision, Americans have clearly 
become more favorable to the idea of 
abortion, especially during the first three 
months (trimester) of pregnancy. But a 
definite majority of citizens remain op- 
posed to abortion in the second three 
months of pregnancy except for reasons 
of malformation or threats to the 
mother's health. 


Some warnings are in order: Because 


the question is so complex — reaction to 
abortion changes with months and 
medical circumstances — it is easy for 
both sides in the controversy to frame 
questions or hold out results that support 
their case. Consequently, carefully 
examine the phraseology of all questions 
and be wary of any survey purporting to 
show lopsided public opinion.

lt does appear clear, though, that since 


the 1973 Supreme Court ruling, public 
opinion has become more liberal on abor- 
tion. In 1972, Louis Harris found 46% of 
Americans opposed to legalizing abortion 


in the first three months, while 42% were 
in favor. After the Supreme Court ruling, 
that ratio shifted to 52% favorable, 42% 
opposed. And by May, 1975, 54% sup- 
ported the Supreme Court decision, 38% 
were against it, and 8% had no opinion. 


California's Field poll found a similar 


opinion shift: Between I960 and 1975, the 
percentage of Califomians favoring legal 
abortion rose from 15% to 38% in 
hypothetical circumstances where the 
mother simply didn't want the baby; 
from 31% to 51% where the mother was 
unmarried; from 30% to 49% where the 
family couldn't afford another baby and 
so forth.

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But if the Supreme Court decision has 


legitimized the idea of terminating 
pregnancy during the first three months, 
a large majority of Americans remain 
negative towards abortion hi later months 
(except where medical circumstances 
warrant it). All major national surveys 
underscore this distinction. 


In results published in April, 1975, the 


Gallup organization found as follows: 
24% of Americans favor legalizing abor- 
tion under any circumstances during the 
first three months of pregnancy, 46% 
think it should be legalized only under 
certain circumstances; and 25% believe it 
should be prohibited entirely. But reluc- 
tance mushrooms during the next three 
months of pregnancy: Only 19% believe 
abortion should be legal then under any 
circumstances, 36% say it should be 
allowed under certain circumstances and 
a near-majority of 47% favors a strict 
prohibition. And for the third trimester, 
this division of opinion emerges: Legal 
under all circumstances — a mere 7%; 
legal under some circumstances — 30%; 
illegal — a whopping 56%! 


Also polling in April, 1975, Louis Harris 


focused his questions on the first two 
trimesters. For the initial three months 
of pregnancy, 54% of those surveyed

favored legal abortions, 38% were op- 
posed and 8% were not sure. But when 
people were asked if they favored or op- 
posed legalizing abortion during the se- 
cond three months, just 20% were in 
favor, 68% were opposed and 10% were 
not sure. 


Walter. DeVries, whose autumn, 1974, 


survey financed by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops was 
released in March 1975, came up with kin- 
dred results. Attitudes toward abortion 
during the first three months varied with 
circumstances (jeopardy to a mother's 
life, malformation, convenience, etc.), 
but 67% opposed legalizing abortion in 
the second three months, while only 20% 
supported the idea. 


California's Field, polling his state in 


late February and early March, 1975, 
found these results by trimester: First 
three months - 51% approved of a right 
to abortion, 41% disapproved; Second 
three months - 14% approved, 80% dis- 
approved; Third three months - 7% ap- 
proved, an incredible 92% disapproved. 
Even in liberal California, according to 
Field, "support for the mother's right to 
abortion extends only into the first three 
months of pregnancy. There is 
widespread public disapproval of abor- 
tions that occur after the first three 
months."

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Because of this chronological and cir- 


cumstantial fragmentation of public opi- 
nion, surveys show mixed attitudes 
towards reversal of the Supreme Court 
decision. Even the DeVries poll, financed 
by U.S. Catholic Bishops on behalf of the 
National Committee for a Human Life 
Amendment, Inc., found only 33% of 
those questioned in favor of overruling 
the Supreme Court to make abortions 
either a) totally illegal or b) illegal except 
to save the mother's life. However, 
another 17% supported overruling the 
Court by allowing abortion only because 
of specific, listed circumstances. And still 
another 23% supported the concept of 
overturning the Supreme Court decision 
in order to let the individual states permit 
or prohibit abortion. 


To sum up, survey data suggests that 


Americans support substantial legalized 
abortion during the first three months of 
pregnancy and that a rigid constitutional 
amendment to overturn the Supreme 
Court decision would be supported by 
only 25 to 40% of the population. More 
flexible measures — including an amend- 
ment returning control of abortion to the 
states — might have a better chance.

Opposed To Zone Change 


Lincoln, Neb. 


I am opposed to the change of Zone 1458 which requests a 


change in zoning at 27th and Old Cheney Road from A-l single 
family residential to G-l commercial. This would permit com- 
mercial development in a lovely residential area. The developer 
testified that he wanted to build a neighborhood shopping 
center at the site. We all know the problems of a shopping 
center, whether it be neighborhood, community or regional: 


1. Despite all the talk at the City Council hearing last Mon- 


day, shopping centers are energy-consumers — not savers. They 
draw traffic from other areas if they have anything worth shop- - 
ping for — if they don't, nobody wants to go to them. 
Neighborhood shopping centers increase the number of trips by 
car to pick up one or two items. If you have to go farther to 
shop, you plan better and shop less often. In addition, large 
floodlights and lighting systems burning night and day are not 
energy savers for anyone. 


2. They cause litter with blowing paper and debris carried 


throughout the area. Ask a neighbor from any of the shopping 
centers about the litter problem. 


3. They cause noise and air pollution. 
4. They cause additional drainage problems with Seals 


Slough which I am told already overflows. With the additional 
concrete for faster drainage, the situation would be intensified. 


At Monday's Council meeting, not one question was asked 


as to what type of shopping center was planned — whether it 
would even have a grocery store or any desirable shopping 
facilities. I presume the reason no question was asked was 
because as a practical matter it wouldn't make any difference 
what the developer told the Council about his plans. Once the 
zoning is changed, he may build in that zoning area exactly what 
commercial uses he pleases if it falls within that zoning 
classification. That can include a number of other commercial 
uses as well. That doesn't give us much protection. 


The contention that the city needs a neighborhood shopping 


center every mile is erroneous and misguided because it does 
not recognize the way people really live. 


1. You drive because normally you have too many groceries 


to carry. 


2. You shop on your way to or from doing something else, 


i.e. work or other activities. 


3. You shop where you like to shop and where you get the 


best values — not the closest place, and that may change from 
week to week. Retailers know this and that is why they adver- 
tise. 


We are adequately served now. even without the 


neighborhood shopping center recently approved by Council at 
40th and Old Cheney Road for mis'same developer. If the 
developer is truly concerned about residents of our area, then 
let him do the best job be can in developing a truly fine 
neighborhood shopping center at the 40th and OU Cheney Road 
site rather than divide his resources and effort in building two 
shopping centers at two locations. The Treasure City Shopping 
Center has bad smaller shops empty for some time and finally 
secured a pinball arcade and karate school as tenants. Adjacent 
to Indian Village, the Coast to Coast Store just closed. If an es- 
tablished shopping center with more area from which to draw 
has difficulty securing tenants, what type of tenants can we 
expect to be placed in a new shopping area? 


I submit these questions to the Council for its consideration 


before its vote next Monday. Any resident desiring to express his 
views should do so before that time.

WASHINGTON - If the abortion issue 
has its own presidential candidate, Ellen 
McCormack, can the pollsters be far 
behind? 
Of course not. Louis Harris will soon 
have new polls on the abortion question, 
and Gallup organization interviewers are 
already in the field asking voters whether 
they would favor a constitutional amend­ 
ment (as proposed by Ellen McCormack. 
George Wallace and Ronald Reagan) that 
would prohibit abortion in most cases and 
overturn the January, 1973, Supreme 
Court decision legalizing abortion during 
the first three months of pregnancy. 
Until those results are in, we must 
make do with 1975 data. Gallup and 
Harris published their most recent sur­ 
veys on abortion in Spring, 1975, as did 
such other pollsters as Walter DeVries 
and Mervin Field. 


The combined message of their fin­ 
dings is as follows: Since the Supreme 
Court decision, Americans have clearly 
become more favorable to the idea of 
abortion, especially during the first three 
months (trimester» of pregnancy. But a 
definite majority of citizens remain op­ 
posed to abortion in the second three 
months of pregnancy except for reasons 
of malformation or threats to the 
mother’s health. 


Some warnings are in order: Because 
the question is so complex — reaction to 
abortion changes with months and 
medical circumstances — it is easy for 
both sides in the controversy to frame 
questions or hold out results that support 
their case. Consequently, carefully 
examine the phraseology of all questions 
and be wary of any survey purporting to 
show lopsided public opinion.

It does appear clear, though, that since 
the 1973 Supreme Court ruling, public 
opinion has become more liberal on abor­ 
tion. In 1972, Louis Harris found 46% of 
Amencans opposed to legalizing abortion 


in the first three months, while 42% were 
in favor. After the Supreme Court ruling, 
that ratio shifted to 52% favorable, 42% 
opposed. And by May, 1975, 54% sup­ 
ported the Supreme Court decision, 38% 
were against it, and 8% had no opinion. 


California’s Field poll found a similar 
opinion shift: Between 1969 and 1975, the 
percentage of Californians favoring legal 
abortion rose from 15% to 38% in 
hypothetical circumstances where the 
mother simply didn't want the baby; 
from 31% to 51% where the mother was 
unmarried; from 30% to 49% where the 
family couldn’t afford another baby and 
so forth.

But if the Supreme Co urt decisio n has 
leg itimized the idea o f terminating 
preg nancy during the first three mo nths, 
a larg e majo rity o f Americans remain 
neg ativ e to wards abo rtio n in later mo nths 
(ex cept where medical circumstances 
warrant it). All majo r natio nal surv ey s 
undersco re this distinctio n. 


In results published in April, 1975, the 
Gallup organization found as follows: 
24% of Americans favor legalizing abor­ 
tion under any circumstances during the 
first three months of pregnancy, 46% 
think it should be legalized only under 
certain circumstances, and 25% believe it 
should be prohibited entirely. But reluc­ 
tance mushrooms during the next three 
months of pregnancy: Only 19% believe 
abortion should be legal then under any 
circumstances, 36% say it should be 
allowed under certain circumstances and 
a near-majority of 47% favors a strict 
prohibition. And for the third trimester, 
this division of opinion emerges: Legal 
under all circumstances — a mere 7%; 
legal under some circumstances — 30%; 
illegal — a whopping 56%! 
Also polling in April, 1975, Louis Harris 
focused his questions on the first two 
trimesters. For the initial three months 
of pregnancy, 54% of those surveyed

favored legal abortions, 38% were op­ 
posed and 8% were not sure. But when 
people were asked if they favored or op­ 
posed legalizing abortion during the se­ 
cond three months, just 20% were in 
favor, 68% were opposed and 10% were 
not sure. 


Walter DeVries, whose autumn, 1974, 
survey financed by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops was 
released in March 1975, came up with kin­ 
dred results. Attitudes toward abortion 
during the first three months varied with 
circumstances (jeopardy to a mother's 
life, malformation, convenience, etc.), 
but 67% opposed legalizing abortion in 
the second three months, while only 20% 
supported the idea. 


California’s Field, polling his state in 
late February and early March, 1975, 
found these results by trimester: First 
three months - 51% approved of a right 
to abortion, 41% disapproved; Second 
three months - 14% approved, 80% dis­ 
approved; Third three months - 7% ap­ 
proved, an incredible 92' b disapproved. 
Even in liberal California, according to 
Field, “support for the mother’s right to 
abortion extends only into the first three 
months of pregnancy. There is 
widespread public disapproval of abor­ 
tions that occur after the first three 
months.”

Because of this chronological and cir­ 
cumstantial fragmentation of public opi­ 
nion. surveys show mixed attitudes 
towards reversal of the Supreme Court 
decision. Even the DeVries poll, financed 
by U.S. Catholic Bishops on behalf of the 
National Committee for a Human Life 
Amendment, Inc., found only 33% of 
those questioned in favor of overruling 
the Supreme Court to make abortions 
either a) totally illegal or b) illegal except 
to save the mother’s life. However, 
another 17% supported overruling the 
Court by allowing abortion only because 
of specific, listed circumstances. And still 
another 23 Vo supported the concept of 
overturning the Supreme Court decision 
in order to let the individual states permit 
or prohibit abortion. 


To sum up, survey data suggests that 
Americans support substantial legalized 
abortion during the first three months of 
pregnancy and that a rigid constitutional 
amendment to overturn the Supreme 
Court decision would be supported by 
only 25 to 40% of the population. More 
flexible measures — including an amend­ 
ment returning control of abortion to the 
states — might have a better chance.

Lincoln, Neb. 
I am opposed to the change of Zone 1458 which requests a 
change in zoning at 27th and Old Cheney Road from A-l single 
family residential to G-l commercial. ThLs would permit com­ 
mercial development in a lovely residential area. The developer 
testified that he wanted to build a neighborhood shopping 
center at the site. We all know the problems of a shopping 
center, whether it be neighborhood, community or regional: 
1. Despite all the talk at the City Council hearing last Mon­ 
day, shopping centers are energy-consumers — not savers They 
draw traffic from other areas if they have anything worth shop­ 
ping for — if they don’t, nobody wants to go to them. 
Neighborhood shopping centers increase the number of trips by 
car to pick up one or two items. If you have to go farther to 
shop, you plan better and shop less often. In addition, large 
floodlight and lighting systems burning night and day are not 
energy savers for anyone. 
2. They cause litter with blowing paper and debris carried 
throughout the area. Ask a neighbor from any of the shopping 
centers about the litter problem. 
3. They cause noise and air pollution 
4 They cause additional drainage problems with Beals 
Slough which I am told already overflows.

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Lincoln Restaurants Listed By Health Department Inspection Ratings 


The Lincoln-Lancaster County 


Health Department publishes 
the sanitation ratings of Lin- 
coln's eating and drinking es- 
tablishments every six months. 


The rating of each place is 


based on a demerit system, 
determined via unannounced in- 
spections by health department 
sanitarians. 


If an establishment has ten or 


fewer demerits, it is listed as 
"superior." Eleven to 20 
demerits ranks an establishment 
as "superior-good." A score of 
21-30 demerits is worth a "good" 
rating. Thirty-one to 40 demerits 
puts a restaurant at the bottom 
with a "good-fair" rating. 


Scores above 40 demerits 


during a surprise inspection 
result in immediate action by 
health authorities, ranging from 
disposal of tainted food to 
closing of the restaurant. 


"Superior" indicates that the 


health department has judged 
that a high level of sanitation is 
routinely practiced and main- 
tained. "Superior-Good" means 
that a high level of sanitation is 
generally practiced and that 
deficiencies are corrected 
promptly. "Good" means sanita- 
tion is above minimum stan- 
dards and deficiencies are cor- 
rected in time allowed. "Good- 
fair" means sanitation barely 
complies with minimum stan- 
dards.

Study: Finances Limit Building, Repair Of Homes 


Increasing construction costs, 


high interest rates and the lack 
of loan money are reducing the 
number of new homes built, as 
well as limiting repair and 
modernization of existing 
homes, especially in small towns 
and rural areas in Nebraska. 


That is a basic conclusion 


reached in a STAR (Strength 
Through 
Agricultural 


Resources) 
Report 
on 


Nebraska's Human Resources, 
one of a series of 12 such reports 
being released by the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources (IANR). 


The report examines six 


aspects of Nebraska's human 
resources: housing, health, 
education, families and family 
life, aged persons and local 
government. The STAR human 
resources staff committee, com- 
posed of IANR and College of 
Home Economics staff and 
selected laypersons, considered 
these six aspects as being of 
statewide importance in the 
overall well-being of Nebraska's 
residents. 


Reviewing trends in housing, 


the report listed an increase of 
21.9% in housing units in urban 
areas and a 7.6% decline in rural 
housing units in the decade en- 
ding in 1970. Urban population 
now accounts for 63% of the 
state's total and rural 37%. 


Noting that the ability to 


secure adequate housing is close- 
ly related to the level of family 
income, the authors of the 
report said Nebraskans' total 
personal income has shown a 
gradual increase since 1960. 
They pointed out, however, that 
farm income has been highly 
variable year to year. 


The report continued. 
"Unless new techniques and 


materials are developed or fami- 
ly incomes increase measurably, 
there is no way that a moderate 
or middle income family can af- 
ford to build a new home This 
combination of high interest 
rates and high construction costs 
have priced new homes beyond 
the reach of the average home 
buyer, including farm families as 
well as non-farm families."

construction techniques are 
adopted at a rather slow rate," 
with several factors bearing on 
the rate of adoption: "builders 
or contractors are now aware of 
or are reluctant to try new ideas, 
new materials may not be locally 
available, outdated building 
codes impede progress, and 
home owners are hesitant to try 
new materials or techniques." 


The analysis called for "a 


more comprehensive study to 
identify ways of reducing con- 
struction costs through the use 
of new construction methods 
and techniques, 
improved 


design, and greater use of local 
building materials to stimulate 
the use of local labor and to 
reduce energy needs by helping 
eliminate long transportation 
hauls for wood and metal 
building materials." 


It cited several new 


"that have been used to a very 
limited extent," noting in par- 
ticular single-layer floor con- 
struction, concrete slab floors on 
grade, all wood foundations, 
plastic pipe for plumbing, more 
insulation and steeper roofs. 


The report called for a 


program providing small 
builders, contractors, and home 
owners with an effective and 
continuous flow of information 
on research developments and 
materials for home construction. 
Seen as cooperating groups 
would be the University of 
Nebraska, the State Department 
of Economic Development and 
private entities such as the 
Nebraska Home Builders 
Association.

Because of the high percen- 


tage of family income spent for 
family housing, there should be 
a high potential for return on 
money spent for an effective 
educational program on housing, 
the report maintaiaed- 


Addresmg fte long-run situa- 


tion, the report said "two rather 
drastic changes in attitude may 
be necessary to attain the 


nmi goal of a dfffut home 


for every American." 


The first is seen as an altering 


of collective perception that the 
acquisition of housing is solely 
the obligation of the individual. 
Rather, housing must become a 
matter for community concern. 
Manifestations of this are the 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development requirement 
of a "housing element" to be a 
part of federally funded com- 
prehensive plans, and establish- 
ment by communities of local 
development corporations to 
provide seed money for housing 
rehabilitation and/or new con- 
struction. 


The second "and perhaps 


more traumatic" change in at- 
titude is a change in perception 
about what a "home" is, the 
report stated. The possibility of 
a single family dwelling 
becoming unattainable in the 
future "need not be viewed as a 
disaster," it continued. 


The Home's Task 


A home must provide shelter 


and create an environment 
which enhances satisfying 
human relationships. This does 
not necessarily mean that every 
home must have a basement, a 
family room, an electric device 
for opening garage doors, or a 
garbage compactor, the report 
observed. 


"What we must do, then, is to 


develop a philosophy about 
housing — an attitude that we 
are capable of deciding our own 
needs for shelter and an environ- 
ment that provides for satisfying 
human relationships. The result 
might be that for many of us our 
aspirations might become more 
modest and attainable. We 
might also find ourselves willing 
to consider a greater variety of 
housing options." 


Recommendations made were 


to: 


— Urge the federal govern- 


ment to reinstitute both rental 
and ownership programs to 
assist low-income families. 


— Establish a program which 


would provide state money or 
low-interest loans to community 
development groups for housing 
rehabilitation. 


— Develop a statewide 


building code for manufactured 
(mobile, modular) housing. 


— Provide 
technical 


assistance to community 
development groups to help 
them meet bousing needs. 


— Develop housing education 


programs for community 
groups, home owners, builders, 
landlords and tenants.

Lincoln Restaurants Listed By Health Department Inspection Ratings 


The Lincoln-Lancaster County 
Health Department publishes 
the sanitation ratings of Lin­ 
coln’s eating and drinking es­ 
tablishments eveiy six months. 
The rating of each place is 
based on a demerit system, 
determined via unannounced in­ 
spections by health department 
sanitarians. 
If an establishment has ten or 
fewer demerits, it is listed as 
“ superior.” Eleven to 20 
demerits ranks an establishment 
as “ superior-good.” A score of 
21-30 demerits is worth a "good’’ 
rating. Thirty-one to 40 demerits 
puts a restaurant at the bottom 
with a “good-fair’’ rating. 
Scores above 40 demerits 
during a surprise inspection 
result in immediate action by 
health authorities, ranging from 
disposal of tainted food to 
closing of the restaurant. 
“Superior” indicates that the 
health department has judged 
that a high level of sanitation is 
routinely practiced and main­ 
tained. "Superior-Good” means 
that a high level of sanitation is 
generally practiced and that 
deficiencies are corrected 
promptly. “Good” means sanita­ 
tion is above minimum stan­ 
dards and deficiencies are cor­ 
rected in time allowed. “Good- 
fair" means sanitation barely 
complies with minimum stan­ 
dards.

Increasing construction costs, 
high interest rates and the lack 
of loan money are reducing the 
number of new homes built, as 
well as limiting repair and 
modernization of existing 
homes, especially in small towns 
and rural areas m Nebraska. 


That is a basic conclusion 
reached in a STAR (Strength 
Through 
Agricultural 
Resources) 
Report 
on 
Nebraska s Human Resources, 
one of a series of 12 such reports 
being released by the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources (IANR). 


The report examines six 
aspects of Nebraska's human 
resources: housing, health, 
education, families and family 
life, aged persons and local 
government The STAR human 
resources staff committee, com­ 
posed of IANR and College of 
Home Economics staff and 
selected laypersons, considered 
these su aspects as being of 
statewide importance in the 
overall well-being of Nebraska’s 
residents 


Reviewing trends in housing, 
the report listed an increase of 
21.9% in housing units in urban 
areas and a 7.6% decline in rural 
housing units in the decade en­ 
ding in 1970. Urban population 
now accounts for 63% of the 
state’s total and rural 37%. 
Noting that the ability to 
secure adequate housing is close­ 
ly related to the level of family 
income, the authors of the 
report said Nebraskans' total 
personal income has shown a 
gradual increase since 1960 
They pointed out, however, that 
farm income has been highly 
variable year to year 
The report continued: 
"Unless new techniques and 
materials are developed or fami­ 
ly incomes increase measurably, 
there is no way that a moderate 
or middle income family can af­ 
ford to build a new home This 
combination of high interest 
rates and high construction costs 
have pneed new homes beyond 
the reach of the average home 
buyer, including farm families as 
well as non-farm families.” 
Adoption Slow 
The report said “ new housing

construction techniques are 
adopted at a rather slow rate," 
with several factors bearing on 
the rate of adoption: “ builders 
or contractors are now aware of 
or are reluctant to try new ideas, 
new materials may not be locally 
available, outdated building 
codes impede progress, and 
home owners are hesitant to try 
new materials or techniques.” 
The analysis called for “a 
more comprehensive study to 
identify ways of reducing con­ 
struction costs through the use 
of new construction methods 
and techniques, improved 
design, and greater use of local 
building materials to stimulate 
the use of local labor and to 
reduce energy needs by helping 
eliminate long transportation 
hauls for wood and metal 
building materials ” 
It cited several new ideas 
“that have been used to a very 
limited extent,” noting in par- 
Ucular single-layer floor con­ 
struction. concrete slab floors on 
grade, all wood foundations, 
plastic pipe for plumbing, more 
insulation and steeper roofs. 
The report called for a 
program providing small 
builders, contractors, and home 
owners with an effective and 
continuous flow of information 
on research developments and 
materials for home construction. 
Seen as cooperating groups 
would be the University of 
Nebraska, the State Department 
of Economic Development and 
private entities such as the 
Nebraska Home Builders 
Association 
Potential Return High 
Because of the high percen­ 
tage of family income spent for 
family housing, there should be 
a high potential for return on 
money spent for an effective 
educational program on housing, 
the report maintained. 
Addressing the long-run situa­ 
tion, the report said “two rather 
drastic changes m attitude may 
be necessary to attain the 
national goal of a decent home 
for every American.” 
The first is seen as an altering 


of collective perception that the 
acquisition of housing is solely 
the obligation of the individual. 
Rather, housing must become a 
matter for community concern. 
Manifestations of this are the 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development requirement 
of a “ housing element” to be a 
part of federally funded com­ 
prehensive plans, and establish­ 
ment by communities of local 
development corporations to 
provide seed money for housing 
rehabilitation and or new con­ 
struction. 
The second “ and perhaps 
more traumatic” change in at­ 
titude is a change in perception 
about what a “ home” is, the 
report stated. The possibility of 
a single family dwelling 
becoming unattainable in the 
future “need not be viewed as a 
disaster,” it continued. 
The Home's Task 
A home must provide shelter 
and create an environment 
which enhances satisfying 
human relationships This does 
not necessarily mean that every 
home must have a basement, a 
family room, an electric device 
for opening garage doors, or a 
garbage compactor, the report 
observed. 
“What we must do, then, is to 


develop a philosophy about 
housing — an attitude that we 
are capable of deciding our own 
needs for shelter and an environ­ 
ment that provides for satisfying 
human relationships The result 
might be that for many of us our 
aspirations might become more 
modest and attainable. We 
might also find ourselves willing 
to consider a greater variety of 
housing options.”

Facing a blank wall with

Most Hesitate 


Most people have fairly good 


aesthetic sense when it comes to 
hanging art, she continued. But 
they hesitate to do it because 
they are "so uncertain of their 
own taste. They're just afraid of 
it. 


"Ultimately, you have to live 


with it," so you should do what 
appeals to you, she, said. 


"That is not to say that there 


are not good and bad ways of 
doing things. There are little 
rules" which, if followed, may 
help to make a grouping — or a 
piece of art hung separately — 
more effective. 


For example, she noted that, 


generally, a very small picture 
shouldn't be hung on a large wall 
because it will be out of propor- 
tion.

“ People should also visit the

‘Don’t Fear Questions’ 
“Also, you should never be 
afraid of asking artists about 
buying a picture without a frame 
or if they will lower the price, es­ 


pecially if you are buying more 
than one piece.” 
The three also suggested that 
persons ask galleries about their 
rental and/or their installment 
policies. 


“You should not purchase art 
without trying it,” cautioned 
Mrs. White. “ Almost any artist 
will allow a painting to go out for 
a couple of days” so that people 


can see if they like them in a par­ 
ticular room. 
In addition, many galleries 
have rental-purchase plans, she 
said, explaining, if a person rents 
a picture and decides to buy it, 
the money paid in rent will be 
applied toward the purchase 
price. 
“ Use of the rental-purchase 
plan is one way to buy art 
without pain,” she concluded. 


ART CAN GO ANYWHERE . . .

Facing a blank wall with 
hammer, nails and pictures in 
hand is, for some of us, like con­ 
fronting one of Life’s Great 
Mysteries. 
We know that artwork can be 
hung effectively. We've seen it in 
the other peoples’ homes, in art 
galleries, in home decorating 
magazines. 
But how is it done? 
According to Jackie Lipsky, 
owner of The Home Gallery, 
when hanging art, “ The rule is: 
If you like it, it goes.” 
Basically, “What you have to 
do is to hang the art, look at it 
and sit with it.” And if it isn’t 
satisfactory, redo it, said Mrs. 
Lipsky. 
Most Hesitate 
Most people have fairly good 
aesthetic sense when it comes to 
hanging art, she continued. But 
they hesitate to do it because 
they are “ so uncertain of their 
own taste. They’re just afraid of 
it. 
"Ultimately, you have to live 
with it,” so you should do what 
appeals to you, she said. 
“ That is not to say that there 
are not good and bad ways of 
doing things. There are little 
rules” which, if followed, may 
help to make a grouping — or a 
piece of art hung separately — 
more effective. 
For example, she noted that, 
generally, a very small picture 
shouldn't be hung on a large wall 
because it will be out of propor­ 
tion. However, such an approach 
may be effective “if it (the art) is 
very low, off in a comer’’ or 
hung in conjunction with a light 
fixture. 
Odd Numbers Better 
“ I try to avoid being 
symmetrical” when arranging 
pictures, Mrs. Lipsky said, ad­ 
ding that, when it comes to 
quantity, “even numbers do not 
usually work.” 
“ An odd number is always 
more aesthetic" in groupings of 
artwork, agreed Nancy Smith, 
Lincoln interior designer. 
And she added that people 
should experiment with hanging 
things off center — over a man­ 
tle, a sofa, a table, etc. 
A rather unusual way of 
hanging a group of pictures — 
seen frequently in Europe — is 
to hang them in a horizontal line 
with either the top or bottom 
edges of the frames at an iden­ 
tical height, Mrs. Smith 
suggested. This forces you to 
look at the art and not the 
grouping, she explained. 
When doing an arrangement of 
pictures, “ for interest, you want 
to use small, medium and large” 
items, Mrs. Lipsky said. And she 
cautioned against hanging pic­ 
tures too close together (she 
suggested allowing two or more 
inches between the frames). 
Too High A Mistake 
Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Lipsky 
agreed that one of the most com­ 
mon mistakes made in hanging 
art is placing it too high on the 
wall. 
Generally, art should be hung 
at the eye level of whoever lives 
in the house, Mrs. Smith said.

However, for variation, you 
might try hanging a picture at 
“sitting eye” level, Mrs. Lipsky 
said. 
“ Don’t be afraid of coming 
down on your couch, on your 
mantle" with art, she continued. 
Can Hang Anywhere 
And don’t hestitate to hang a 
picture in an “ odd” place. “ You 
can hang a picture anywhere,” 
Mrs. Lipsky said. 


If you are buying art to be 
used as decoration, and you have 
a particular spot in mind for it, 
buy a piece that will blend into 
the decor and color of your 
room, Mrs. Lipsky said. 


However, if you are collecting 
art for its own sake, there is 
nothing wrong with mixing 
colors and styles of furniture and 
pictures. 
Frame styles can also be com­ 
bined effectively said Mrs. 


Lipsky, who added “ I will mix 
anything and everything.” 
Most Have Too Few’ 
“ Most people have too few 
pieces of art" in their homes, 
Mrs. Smith said. And she added 
that “art” need not be confined 
to pictures. 
She suggested hanging ar­ 
tifacts — baskets, pieces of 
wood, quilts — or large pieces of 
designer fabrics which can be 
saspended from wooden rods or 
placed on a stretcher with a 
staple gun. 
When deciding how to hang a 
grouping of art, it is sometimes 
helpful to lay the pieces out on 
the floor to get an idea of how 
they will look; or to do a 
diagram on paper, Mrs. Lipsky 
said. 
Or you can just start hanging, 
Mrs. Smith suggested, putting 
the largest picture up first and 
then working around it. 
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Don't Sign A Delivery Slip 
If Chemical Wasn't Ordered

Don't sign that chemical delivery order un- 


less you're sure the product was actually 
ordered by you or another member of the 
family or business. 


The signature could cost you a con- 


siderable amount of money for a product 
which was not ordered or actually refused. 


The Consumer Protection Division of the 


office of Nebraska Attorney General Paul 
Douglas reports that there are some un- 
scrupulous chemical firms working in 
Nebraska and in other states who are using 
unfair and deceptive acts to sell their 
products. 


One complaint filed with that office 


alleges that a New York based-firm calls 
prospective customers and begins the con- 
versation by thanking the individual for his 
order. 


"What order?" 
"You can hang up thinking that you have 


settled the matter only to find the chemical 
on your loading dock a week later," accor- 
ding to this complainant, who noted that 
these operators are "very clever." 


The complainant said the salesman found 


out the name of the production manager of 
the corporation and phoned him and 
followed the same routine of thanking him 
for the order. This person knew nothing 
about the product, the firm or the order. 


But, 
according to the complaint, the 


salesman apparently wanted only a phone 
conversation with someone on the corpora- 
tion payroll so that he could claim that he 
had ordered the product over the phone. 


According to Nebraska farm groups, 


similar tactics are being used in selling 


chemicals to farmers. Even if the fanner 
refuses to buy the chemical over the 
telephone, it may show up on the doorstep 
anyway. 


And the unsuspecting farm wife or other 


family member may sign the delivery order 
not realizing that they may end up paying for 
chemicals which were never ordered. 


One county agent warned" farmers that 


"you will be told the chemical will cover 40,- 
000 square feet for 120. That is 3,560 feet 
smaller than an acre." 


He also contends the product being sold in 


his county is expensive and low in chemical 
content, requiring heavy applications for 
adequate control. 


Similar operatiom are being investigated 


in other states. According to a report from 
Idaho, representatives of firms in the 
business of weed and brush control claim 
their chemical sprays have characteristics 
far superior to other chemical sprays of like 
composition. 


The companies also use sales practices 


which are misleading, false and deceptive. 
For example, they mislead customers 
through telephone solicitation with respect 
to the quality of the product; charge un- 
conscionable prices for the product in that 
the sales price of the chemical spray is ap- 
proximately 16 times the base cost of produc- 
tion, and represent that various persons 
purchased the product when in fact they did 
not.

Survey: Polls Gaining Acceptance 


By LOUIS HARRIS 


The Harris Survey has just 


concluded "a poll on polls," and 
the results indicate an increasing 
acceptance of the national polls 
by the American people. 


Since 1974, the number of peo- 


ple who follow both the Gallup 
and Harris surveys has grown ap- 
preciably, and the number of 
Americans who view polls as an 
infringement of their right to 
privacy has declined from 24 to 
19%. 


A significant 49-21% plurality 


also gives a positive rating to the 
Gallup and Hams surveys for 
their accuracy in reflecting what 
the public is really thinking 
about different issues. Support 
for the polls runs strongest 
among the college educated, 
professional and executive types, 
white collar people, and middle 
of the road and liberal voters. 


The polls, of course, have their 


critics, as the nationwide Hams 
Survey of 1,532 adults in late 
January found. Many of them 
have intensely negative views 
about public opinion surveys. 
Among the 21% who give the 
Gallup and Harris polls a 
negative rating on "reflecting 
public opinion as it really is," 
these are the major criticism 
offered: 


— "The number of people 


polled is too small." It is dif- 
ficult for some to believe that a 
sample of 1,500 or 1,600 adults is 
an accurate reflection of an adult 
population of 145 million 
Americans. In fact, by the 
methods used to sample public 
opinion, if either national poll

sampled 15,000 or 150,000 or 1,- 
500,000 adults each time out, the 
results should not vary by more 
than 3 or 4 percentage points. 


However, criticism of the size 


of certain polls is at least partial- 
ly justified For example, a poll 
of 400 or 500 Republicans or 
Democrats is too narrowly based 
to be reliable or credible. 


— "The results are inac- 


curate." This charge implies that 
the polls are so far off in predic- 
ting elections that they should be 
disregarded However, over the 
past three presidential elections, 
Qie final Gallup and Harris polls 
have been accurate within then- 
stated margins of error. 


In a number of primaries and 


state and local elections, 
however, polls have had a mixed 
record, with telephone polls 
easily the least reliable. In- 
home, in-person, in-depth 
polling is far and away the most 
accurate kind of polling. It is 
also the most expensive, which 
may account for the fact that so 
many organizations, in and out 
of the media, choose less reliable 
techniques 


- "They do not poll the 


proper people." If a poll is con- 
ducted among 1,500 or 1,600 peo- 
ple and uses personal, at-home 


interviewing, it will usually poll 
an accurate representation of 
the population in miniature. 
Smaller polls and telephone 
polls often do not have very 
representative samples. 


"The questions in polls are 


loaded." The way questions are 
put is a most sensitive and im- 
portant area of polling. The best 
polls will not rely on a single 
question or even a few questions 
to obtain a true reading of public 
opinion. Experience has shown 
the people do not express their 
opinions in a neat package with a 
ribbon tied around it, but rather 
talk around their issues and 
preferences. 


— "People don't always tell 


the truth " The claim here is 
that people interviewed will tell 
an interviewer what they think 
the polling organization wants to 
hear instead of what they 
themselves really think There is 
considerable doubt that this is 
the case. 


In 1968, George Wallace 


claimed he had a vote which the 
polls could never measure The 
final Harris Survey predicted a 
13% vote for Wallace and he ob-

Modern election polling, 
moreover, assumes that change 
is always possible in any poten- 
tial contest, and the national 
polls repeatedly survey voter at- 
titudes and preferences right up 
to election day to test for any 
last minute shifts 


For all of this positive news 


about the way the public feels 
about polls, one must be 
cautious For all then precision 
and well-tried techniques, polls 
are manmade instruments, 
designed to measure human 
responses They have been 
wrong in the past, and will be m 
the future.

Do n 't Sig n A De live ry Slip

Don’t sign that chemical delivery order un­ 
less you’re sure the product was actually 
ordered by you or another member of the 
family or business. 
The signature could cost you a con­ 
siderable amount of money for a product 
which was not ordered or actually refused. 
The Consumer Protection Division of the 
office of Nebraska Attorney General Paul 
Douglas reports that there are some un­ 
scrupulous chemical firms working in 
Nebraska and in other states who are using 
unfair and deceptive acts to sell their 
products. 
One complaint filed with that office 
alleges that a New York based-firm calls 
prospective customers and begins the con­ 
versation by thanking the individual for his 
order. 
"What order?” 
“ You can hang up thinking that you have 
settled the matter only to find the chemical 
on your loading dock a week later,” accor­ 
ding to this complainant, who noted that 
these operators are “very clever.” 
The complainant said the salesman found 
out the name of the production manager of 
the corporation and phoned him and 
followed the same routine of thanking him 
for the order. This person knew nothing 
about the product, the firm or the order. 
But, according to the complaint, the 
salesman apparently wanted only a phone 
conversation with someone on the corpora­ 
tion payroll so that he could claim that he 
had ordered the product over the phone 
According to Nebraska farm groups, 
similar tactics are being used in selling 


chemicals to farmers. Even if the farmer 
refuses to buy the chemical over the 
telephone, it may show up on the doorstep 
anyway. 
And the unsuspecting farm wife or other 
family member may sign the delivery order 
not realizing that they may end up paying for 
chemicals which were never ordered. 
One county agent warned farmers that 
"you will be told the chemical will cover 40,- 
000 square feet for $20. That is 3,560 feet 
smaller than an acre.” 
He also contends the product being sold in 
his county is expensive and low in chemical 
content, requiring heavy applications for 
adequate control. 
Similar operations are being investigated 
in other states. According to a report from 
Idaho, representatives of firms in the 
business of weed and brush control claim 
their chemical sprays have characteristics 
far superior to other chemical sprays of like 
composition. 
The companies also use sales practices 
which are misleading, false and deceptive. 
For example, they mislead customers 
through telephone solicitation with respect 
to the quality of the product; charge un­ 
conscionable prices for the product in that 
the sales price of the chemical spray is ap­ 
proximately 16 times the base cost of produc­ 
tion, and represent that various persons 
purchased the product when in fact they did 
not. 


The Nebraska Consumer Protection Divi­ 
sion Ls a part of the office of the attorney 
general of Nebraska.

The Harris Survey has just 
concluded "a poll on polls,” and 
the results indicate an increasing 
acceptance of the national polls 
by the American people. 
Since 1974, the number of peo­ 
ple who follow both the Gallup 
and Harris surveys has grown ap­ 
preciably, and the number of 
Americans who view polls as an 
infringement of their right to 
privacy has declined from 24 to 
19%. 
A significant 49-21% plurality 
also gives a positive rating to the 
Gallup and Harris surveys for 
their accuracy in reflecting what 
the public is really thinking 
about different issues. Support 
for the polls runs strongest 
among the college educated, 
professional and executive types, 
white collar people, and middle 
of the road and liberal voters. 
The polls, of course, have their 
critics, as the nationwide Hams 
Survey of 1,532 adults in late 
January found. Many of them 
have intensely negative views 
about public opinion surveys. 
Among the 21% who give the 
Gallup and Harris polls a 
negative rating on "reflecting 
public opinion as it really is,” 
these are the major criticism 
offered: 
— “The number of people 
polled is too small.” It is dif­ 
ficult for some to believe that a 
sample of 1,500 or 1.600 adults is 
an accurate reflection of an adult 
population of 145 million 
Americans. In fact, by the 
methods used to sample public 
opinion, if either national poll

sampled 15,000 or 150,000 or 1,- 
500,000 adults each time out, the 
results should not vary by more 
than 3 or 4 percentage points. 
However, criticism of the size 
of certain polls is at least partial­ 
ly justified. For example, a poll 
of 400 or 500 Republicans or 
Democrats is too narrowly based 
to be reliable or credible. 
— “ The results are inac­ 
curate.’’ This charge implies that 
the polls are so far off in predic­ 
ting elections that they should be 
disregarded However, over the 
past three presidential elections, 
the final Gallup and Harris polls 
have been accurate within their 
stated margins of error. 


In a number of primaries and 
state and local elections, 
however, polls have had a mixed 
record, with telephone polls 
easily the least reliable. In- 
home, in-person, in-depth 
polling is far and away the most 
accurate kind of polling. It is 
also the most expensive, which 
may account for the fact that so 
many organizations, in and out 
of the media, choose less reliable 
techniques. 
— “ They do not poll the 
proper people.” If a poll is con­ 
ducted among 1,500 or 1.600 peo­ 
ple and uses personal, at-home 


interviewing, it will usually poll 
an accurate representation of 
the population in miniature. 
Smaller polls and telephone 
polls often do not have very 
representative samples 


"The questions in polls are 
loaded.” The way questions are 
put is a most sensitive and im­ 
portant area of polling. The best 
polls will not rely on a single 
question or even a few questions 
to obtain a true reading of public 
opinion. Experience has shown 
the people do not express their 
opinions in a neat package with a 
ribbon tied around it, but rather 
talk around their issues and 
preferences. 


— “ People don’t always tell 
the truth." The claim here is 
that people interviewed will tell 
an interviewer what they think 
the polling organization wants to 
hear instead of what they 
themselves really think There is 
considerable doubt that this is 
the case. 
In 1968, George Wallace 
claimed he had a vote which the 
polls could never measure The 
final Harris Survey predicted a 
13% vote for Wallace and he ob-

tained 13.5%. In 1972, backers of 
George McGovern claimed there 
was a backlash vote on Vietnam 
that could not be measured and 
would show up on election day. 
It was never there and 
McGovern lost by a landslide. 


— “ People can change their 
minds.” While attitudes about 
some issues and candidates show 
considerable volatility, the basic 
set of public opinion has been 
remarkably consistent in the 
Harris Survey over the past 7 
years. Modem election polling, 
moreover, assumes that change 
is always possible in any poten­ 
tial contest, and the national 
polls repeatedly survey voter at­ 
titudes and preferences right up 
to election day to test for any 
last minute shifts. 


For all of this positive news 
about the way the public feels 
about polls, one must be 
cautious For all their precision 
and well-tried techniques, polls 
are manmade instruments, 
designed to measure human 
responses. They have been 
wrong in the past, and wall be in 
the future.

Feeding Barn 
Borrows Ideas

Dr. Conrad Gilbertson, an 


agncultural engineer with the 
U S 
Department 
of 


Agriculture's research service, 
has designed a new building for 
feeding cattle that is 30% 
cheaper than conventional 
designs. 


The building is nearing com- 


pletion at the University of 
Nebraska Field Laboratory near 
Mead 


Gilbertson is best known to 


farmers for his research in 
manure handling and design of 
pollution control efforts for 
feedlots. 


The new building is a beef con- 


finement barn that has borrowed 
a gutter cleaner concept used by 
dairy fanners and a piped-water- 
m-the-floor concept used by 
some farmers in hog houses. But 
it has some new wrinkles 
dreamed up by Gilbertson. 


Future Experiments 


"What we have in mind even- 


tually is to use this facility to 
work with experiments in 
feeding manure, experiments in 
manure handling, in warming 
the floor and in cooling the floor 
to see if it affects the animals 
any," he said. 


One idea is drying manure by 


draining off liquids at two sites 
and storing it in a kind of pit silo. 
"We know the liquids in a 
manure pit lose much of the 
nitrogen fertilizer value. We 
think we can have a much better 
fertilizer that is a lot easier to 
move to the field for starters,'' 
he said. 


If draining the liquid off 


doesn't work, Gilbertson intends 
to try chopping up corn stalks 
and dumping them into the 
building in the form of bedding.

automatically cleaned by a chain 
with arms that will carry the 
manure to a concrete pit outside 
the building.

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Space Beam System For Public Television Hears Phase Two

The proposed satellite interconnection system 


for public television might enter phase two in April, 
a decision point regarding the 138-40 million es- 
timated costs for the project that would use space 
beams in 1980. 


The first-phase investigation work should be 


complete in a month, said Boyd Rooney, Nebraska 
Educational Television Network assistant general 
manager for operations. 


The NETV Commission in April will be asked to 


approve a Corporation for Public Broadcasting 
request to proceed with phase two engineering work 
throughout the U.S. 


Rooney told commissioners that phase three, 


the signing of construction contracts, could begin as 
early as this fall and run through spring 1978. The 
system should be operational 21 months later. 


Lincoln is pegged to get receiving and transmit- 


ting equipment. Decisions on regional terminals will 
be made within a year, said Commission Chairman 
Philip Heckman of Crete. 


NETV Network General Manager Jack McBride 


said a $32 million insurance company loan is being 
sought to build ground installations for the system, 
including about $27 million for receivers. The long- 
term equity would be shared 85% by the federal 
government, and 15% by licensees such as NETV at 
$25,000 each, he said. 


NETV would then own its license and could rent 


space on Westar, a Western Union-owned satellite 
already in orbit which would offer transponder 
channels. They initially would transmit three 
programs simultaneously for NETV to broadcast or 
record for later use. An additional channel would be 
available the second year. 


The three key parts of the satellite interconnection 


system are the satellite, transmit ground and receive- 
only ground terminals. A Westar seven-year lease is 
proposed, with renewal options, as are provisions for 
microwave and cable facilities. 


The system requires a long-term federal funding 


bill and appropriations, plus commitments by CPB 
and the Public Broadcasting Service. The main 
transmit ground terminal would be in the 
Washington, D.C., area.

Work Prospects 
Bad Till Summer 
Omaha (AP) — Labor market 
observers and public officials say 
the prospects for those out of 
work in Nebraska and Iowa 
won't improve much until at 
least late summer.

Nebraska's 1975-76 basketball 


season apparently has ended. 


The Cornhuskers, who 


wrapped up a 194 record with 
an impressive victory Saturday 
over Iowa State, aren't men- 
tioned among ten schools which 
will fill six remaining spots in 
the National Invitation Tourna- 
ment. 


The NIT completed half of its 


12-team field Sunday by naming 
Louisville, Kentucky, Oregon 
Providence, North Carolina A & 
T, and Niagara to the post- 
season classic, which will be 
held at New York's Madison 
Square Garden March 13-21. 


The Big Eight Conference's 


runner-up team, Kansas State, 
was one of the ten teams from 
which the NIT selection com- 
mittee will select to fill the field. 
Even the Wildcats, who finished 
20-7 overall, don't figure to be 
named. 


Among those teams are three 


nationally ranked outfits - 
Maryland, North Carolina State, 
Florida State and Texas A & M. 


Additionally, the NIT has 


available South Carolina, which 


gave Marquette a battle Sunday 
in a nationally televised game, 
San Francisco, North Texas 
State, and a couple of nearby 
"drawing cards" in St. Peter's of 
New Jersey and St. Bonaven- 
ture. 


Kansas State was by-passed by 


the NCAA Sunday when DePaul 
of Chicago, 19-8, was given a spot 
in the East regional where it will 
meet Virginia's surprise Atlantic 
Coast Conference tournament 
champions. 


"The key word in describing 


our thoughts is surprise and 
bewilderment of how they could 
arrive at that decision in view of 
our play last year," K-State 
coach Jack Hartman said. 


The Wildcats were selected as 


an at-large team last year with a 
19-8 record and went to the 
Eastern finals where the)- lost to 
Syracuse in overtime. The NCAA 
basketball committee this time 
apparently was unimpressed 
with K-State's struggling over- 
time victory over Oklahoma 
State in the season windup 
Saturday afternoon at Stillwater, 
Okla. 


The NCAA took a slap at Kan- 


sas State's schedule even though 
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the Wildcats played three teams 
in the NCAA field (Texas Tech, 
Arizona and Missouri). 


"If you look at the past you see 


we have developed a tradition of 
not penalizing teams which face 
tough competition," Tom 
Jernstedt said, assistant to the 
executive director of the NCAA. 
"We try to reward teams with 
difficult schedules, which 
haven't tried to schedule around 
tough teams for the purpose of 
getting an invitation to the 
NCAA tournament." 


DePaul beat tournament- 


bound Memphis State by nine, 
Virginia Tech by eight, and Cin- 
cinnati by ten while losing to 
Marquette twice and Notre 
Dame by 21 on the road. The 


Demons also own wins over 
George Washington, Louisville 
at Louisville, Providence and 
Villanova at Villanova. Among 
the eight losses were games to 
Niagara and St. Bonaventure, 
which made it the ECAC 
semifinals. 


"We felt that represented a 


pretty good schedule," Jernstedt 
said. "Those games made an im- 
pression on the committee and 
when it looked at Kansas State's 
schedule it did not see that kind 
of competition. K-State beat 
Arizona, lost to Texas Tech and 
split with Missouri in games 
with tournament-bound teams. 


Another factor which may 


have worked in DePaul's favor 
was that the selection committee 


originally extended invitations to 
only four independents — 
second-ranked Marquette, fifth- 
ranked Nevada-Las Vegas, No. 
10 Notre Dame and unranked 
Virginia Tech. 


The selection of Kentucky was 


a big surprise in the NIT field. 
The Wildcats are 15-10, but 
looked impressive in a nationally 
televised victory over Alabama 
Saturday afternoon. 


Kentucky has not been to the 


NIT since 1950, the year before 
the point-shaving scandals broke 
out. The Wildcats, last year's 
NCAA runnerup, won the NIT in 
1946 and 1950, finished second in 
1947 and third in 1944. 


Records of other NIT picks in- 


clude Louisville, 204, Oregon, 
19-10, North Carolina A & T, 20- 
5, Providence, 19-9, and Niagara, 
17-11. 


Louisville originally had been 


picked by the NCAA, but the 
Cardinals were dropped 
following a decisive 87-76 loss to 
Memphis State last Friday in the 
Metro-6 tournament. The NCAA 
chose Memphis State instead 
and assigned it to oppose 
Pepperdine in the West 
Regional.

they're going to do," said Doane 
coach Bob Erickson.

The Tiger defense, which has 


allowed 73.9 points per game 
this year, will be given a tough 
test as Norfolk State averages 91 
points per game. 


The Tigers will rely on the out- 


side scoring punch of senior 
guard Joe Wharton, who 
averages 18.6 points per game 
and Tom Westover, who has 
been averaging over 18 points a 


game for the last six Tiger 
games. 


Bob Tagart a 6-6 forward, is 


listed second in Nebraska with 
12.4 rebounds per game and 
center Mark Kenney averages 
just under 10 caroms a game for 
the Tigers inside. The other 
forward Randy Wenz is Doane's 
second leading scorer with a 13.9 
points per game average. 


Big Eight Deserved Better 


Three Good Teams 


In early December, this column pointed out the poor start 


of the Big Eight basketball teams. Not only were conference 
members losing, they were losing to teams that didn't figure to 
be that talented. 


"How can you write such things," stormed Nebraska 


basketball coach Joe Cipriano. "I guarantee you, by the time 
this season ends, we'll have three good teams in our conference. 
I can't tell you which three, but we'll have three." 


Cipriano was absolutely correct. Missouri, Kansas State and 


Nebraska proved to be the three teams that Cirpiano said would 
be good before the season ended. 


The problem was that the powers selecting the postseason 


tournament teams failed to give the Big Eight the recognition it 
deserved. Missouri, by virtue of winning the Big Eight title, 
automatically qualified for the NCAA meet. 


But Kansas State and Nebraska certainly deserved to gain a 


postseason berth. 


Kansas State, with a 20-7 record as the Big Eight runnerup, 


surpassed last year's team which went 18-8 in the regular season 
as the Big Eight's second team. A year ago, 18-8 put KSU in the 
eastern regionals where it advanced to the finals before losing in 
overtime to Syracuse. 


Now. KSU was bypassed in favor of DePaul for the NCAA 


tournament. It seems strange that a Chicago area independent 
would get a bid over a team that almost went to the 1975 NCAA 
filial tournament in San Diego. 


Slight Chance 


The Wildcats are still available for one of the six spots left in 


the National Invitational Tournament, which is considering 10 
teams for the vacancies. 


But don't drink coach Jack Hartman's Wildcats are 


guaranteed an NIT position. There an still tess-than-cordial 
relations between the NTT and the Big Eight after tbe NIT 
bypassed Oklahoma a few yean back aid the sabscqwnt birth

"I thought the NCAA would pick Kansas State," NU coach 


Joe Cipriano told UPL "They certainly have a better record 
than DePaul.

much insight into why they're picking the teams," Cipriano said. 
"If they're picking on strengths and records, then Kansas State 
certainly deserves to go to the NCAA." 


Nevertheless, Nebraska is definitely out of the picture with 


K-State's exclusion from the NCAA field. Even if KSU is chosen 
for the NTT, the New Yorkers obviously won't select two Big 
Eight teams. 


The Buskers, with a 1W mark compiled the third best 


season ever for a Nebraska team. When NU gained an NTT berth 
in 1967, it had only won 16 games. 


The Buskers played above their ability and potential this 


season. This wasn't a team of gifted athletes with exceptional 
size or quickness. It was a team that played together (on most 
occasions) and under the superb coaching job of Cipriano and 
assistants Moe Iba, Lonnie Porter and Jennings Austin, was able 
to give Nebraska followers one of its most exciting seasons in a 
decade. 


That should be worth something. It wasn't to the tourna- 


ment selectors who based their choices on geography, "big- 
name" schools and meaningless 204 records compiled against 
college division teams. 


It's unfortunate that postseason tournaments, which should 


be a reward for successful campaigns, are tamed into political 
contests where fine records accomplished against superior 
teams are meaningless. 


Kansas State and Nebraska may not be able to overthrow 


top-ranked Indiana or powerful Marquette, the two contingents 
that are probably the two top choices to dethrone UCLA as 
national champion. 


Yet the Big Eight's second and third teams could more than 


favorably compete with most of the tournament teams. That's 
one problem with the midlands area — a lack of population and 
tournament selectors and away from the eastern megapolis 
always seems to haunt the Big Eight area. Maybe someday it 
will be corrected.

Nebraska s 1975-76 basketball 
season apparently has ended. 
The Cornhuskers, who 
wrapped up a 19-6 record with 
an impressive victory Saturday 
over Iowa State, aren't men­ 
tioned among ten schools which 
will fill six remaining spots in 
the National Invitation Tourna­ 
ment. 


The NIT completed half of its 
12-team field Sunday by naming 
Louisville, Kentucky, Oregon 
Providence, North Carolina A & 
T, and Niagara to the post­ 
season classic, which will be 
held at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden March 13-21. 
The Big Eight Conference’s 
runner-up team, Kansas State, 
was one of the ten teams from 
which the NIT selection com­ 
mittee will select to fill the field. 
Even the Wildcats, who finished 
20-7 overall, don’t figure to be 
named 
Among those teams are three 
nationally ranked outfits — 
Maryland, North Carolina State, 
Florida State and Texas A & M. 
Additionally, the NIT has 
available South Carolina, which 


gave Marquette a battle Sunday 
in a nationally televised game, 
San Francisco, North Texas 
State, and a couple of nearby 
“ drawing cards” in St. Peter’s of 
New Jersey and St. Bonaven- 
ture. 
Kansas State was by-passed by 
the NCAA Sunday when DePaul 
of Chicago, 19-8, was given a spot 
in the East regional where it will 
meet Virginia’s surprise Atlantic 
Coast Conference tournament 
champions. 
“ The key word in describing 
our thoughts is surprise and 
bewilderment of how they could 
arrive at that decision in view of 
our play last year,” K-State 
coach Jack Hartman said. 
The Wildcats were selected as 
an at-large team last year with a 
19-8 record and went to the 
Eastern finals where they lost to 
Syracuse in overtime. The NCAA 
basketball committee this time 
apparently was unimpressed 
with K-State’s struggling over­ 
time victory over Oklahoma 
State in the season windup 
Saturday afternoon at Stillwater, 
Okla. 
The NCAA took a slap at Kan­ 
sas State’s schedule even though

“ If you look at the past you see 
we have developed a tradition of 
not penalizing teams which face 
tough com petition,” Tom 
Jernstedt said, assistant to the 
executive director of the NCAA. 
“ We try to reward teams with 
difficult schedules, which 
haven't tried to schedule around 
tough teams for the purpose of 
getting an invitation to the 
NCAA tournament.” 
DePaul beat tournament- 
bound Memphis State by nine, 
Virginia Tech by eight, and Cin­ 
cinnati by ten while losing to 
Marquette twice and Notre 
Dame by 21 on the road. The 


Demons also own wins over 
George Washington, Louisville 
at Louisville, Providence and 
Villanova at Villanova. Among 
the eight losses were games to 
Niagara and St. Bonaventure, 
which made it the ECAC 
semifinals. 
“ We felt that represented a 
pretty good schedule,” Jernstedt 
said. “ Those games made an im­ 
pression on the committee and 
when it looked at Kansas State's 
schedule it did not see that kind 
of competition. K-State beat 
Arizona, lost to Texas Tech and 
split with Missouri in games 
with tournament-bound teams. 
Another factor which may 
have worked in DePaul's favor 
was that the selection committee 


originally extended invitations to 
only four independents — 
second-ranked Marquette, fifth- 
ranked Nevada-Las Vegas, No. 
10 Notre Dame and unranked 
Virginia Tech. 
The selection of Kentucky was 
a big surprise in the NIT field. 
The Wildcats are 15-10, but 
looked impressive in a nationally 
televised victory over Alabama 
Saturday afternoon. 
Kentucky has not been to the 
NIT since 1950, the year before 
the point-shaving scandals broke 
out. The Wildcats, last year’s 
NCAA runnerup, won the NIT in 
1946 and 1950, finished second in 
1947 and third in 1944. 
Records of other NIT picks in­ 
clude Louisville, 20-6, Oregon, 
19-10, North Carolina A & T, 20- 
5, Providence, 19-9, and Niagara, 
17-11. 
Louisville originally had been 
picked by the NCAA, but the 
Cardinals were dropped 
following a decisive 87-76 loss to 
Memphis State last Friday in the 
Metro-6 tournament. The NCAA 
chose Memphis State instead 
and assigned it to oppose 
Pepperdine in the West 
Regional.

Spartan assistant coach Tom

The Tigers will rely on the out­ 
side scoring punch of senior 
guard Joe W harton, who 
averages 18.6 points per game 
and Tom Westover, who has 
been averaging over 18 points a 
Big Eight Deserved Better 


Three Good Teams 


In early December, this column pointed out the poor start 
of the Big Eight basketball teams. Not only were conference 
members losing, they were losing to teams that didn’t figure to 
be that talented. 


"How can you write such things,” stormed Nebraska 
basketball coach Joe Cipriano. "I guarantee you, by the time 
this season ends, we’ll have three good teams in our conference. 
I can't tell you which three, but we’ll have three.” 


Cipriano was absolutely correct. Missouri, Kansas State and 
Nebraska proved to be the three teams that Cirpiano said would 
be good before the season ended 


The problem was that the powers selecting the postseason 
tournament teams failed to give the Big Eight the recognition it 
deserved. Missouri, by virtue of winning the Big Eight title, 
automatically qualified for the NCAA meet 
But Kansas State and Nebraska certainly deserved to gain a 
postseason berth. 


Kansas State, with a 20-7 record as the Big Eight runnerup, 
surpassed last year's team which went 18-8 in the regular season 
as the Big Eight s second team. A year ago, 18-8 put KSU in the 
eastern regional* where it advanced to the finals before losing in 
overtime to Syracuse. 


Now. KSU was bypassed in favor of DePaul for the NCAA 
tournament It seems strange that a Chicago area independent 
would get a bid over a team that almost went to the 1975 NCAA 
final tournament in San Diego. 


Slight Chance 


The Wildcats are still available for one of the six spots left in 
the National Invitational Tournament, which is considering 10 
teams for the vacancies. 


But don’t think coach Jack Hartman’s Wildcats are 
guaranteed an NIT position. There are still less thancordial 
relations between the NIT and the Big Eight after the NIT 
bypassed Oklahoma a few years back and the subsequent birth 
of the Commissioners’ Conference Tournament. 


“ I thought the NCAA would pick Kansas State,” NU coach 
Joe Cipriano told UPI. “ Tliey certainly have a better record 
than DePaul. People on the selection committee ought to check 
their hole card 
“ The people on the selection committee haven’t given

much insight into why they're picking the teams,” Cipriano said. 
“ If they’re picking on strengths and records, then Kansas State 
certainly deserves to go to the NCAA.” 


Nevertheless, Nebraska is definitely out of the picture with 
K-State's exclusion from the NCAA field. Even if KSU is chosen 
for the NIT, the New Yorkers obviously won t select two Big 
Eight teams. 
The Huskers, with a 19-8 mark compiled the third best 
season ever for a Nebraska team. When NU gained an NIT berth 
m 1967. it had only won 16 games. 
The Huskers played above their ability and potential this 
season This wasn't a team of gifted athletes with exceptional 
size or quickness. It was a team that played together (on most 
occasions» and under the superb coaching job of Cipriano and 
assistants Moe Iba, Lonnie Porter and Jennings Austin, was able 
to give Nebraska followers one of its most exciting seasons in a 
decade. 
That should be worth something. It wasn’t to the tourna­ 
ment selectors who based their choices on geography, “ big- 
name” schools and meaningless 20-5 records compiled against 
college division teams. 


It’s unfortunate that postseason tournaments, which should 
be a reward for successful campaigns, are turned into political 
contests where fine records accomplished against superior 
teams are meaningless. 


Kansas State and Nebraska may not be able to overthrow 
top-ranked Indiana or powerful Marquette, the two contingents 
that are probably the two top choices to dethrone UCLA as 
national champion. 
Yet the Big Eight’s second and third teams could more than 
favorably compete with most of the tournament teams. That's 
one problem with the midlands area — a lack of population and 
tournament selectors and away from the eastern megapolis 
always seems to haunt the Big Eight area. Maybe someday it 
will be corrected.

The 
network stayed on until the con­ 
clusion of play, about 6 30. 
To fit the finish of play to the 
television schedule, the tourna­ 
ment leaders had late starting 
times Irwin teed off at 1:26 
p.m., and Zarley at 1 35.

Omahan may have died from the 
first case of a rare disease 
reported in Nebraska during the 
latest flu outbreak, a University 
of Nebiaska Medical Center of­

Dr Donald Bennett said the 
clinical diagnosis on Bruce 
McCormack, 15, showed the boy 
died of Reyes syndrome, but 
that hasn't been confirmed.

occur in children who have just 
gotten over the chickenpox or 
some types of influenza, 
McCormack's father, M Sgt 
MiUer McCormack, said his son 
had the flu and his condition 
worsened Feb 29 The boy died 
Saturday at UNMC.
